given its seal o f appro val and which 
is to be presented to the vo ters o f the 
city fo r their ado ptio n o r rejectio n, 
appears to have so me hard sledding 
in sight a cco rding to the o pinio n o f 
Atto rney General Lyndo n A. Smith. 
When the new plan o f go vernment 
was first pro po sed, Atto rney C. A. 
Russell suggested to Atto rney D. A. 
Haggard, o f the charter co mmissio n, 
that a stumbling blo ck might arise 
fro m the fact that the state co nsti­ 
tutio n might no t permit such a fo rm 
o f municipal go vernment. 
So me members o f the charter co m­ 
missio n maintain that the Brainerd 
plan, pro viding fo r five aldermen who 
elect a mayo r who shall be business 
manager, do es no t co me within the 
sco pe o f the atto rney genera l’s deci­ 
sio n. 
The sho rt special message received 
fro m St. Paul w'as to the effect that 
the city manager plan o f municipal 
go vernment ca nno t be ado pted by 
Minneso ta unless the state co nstitu­
